The headset 
connects easiiy to many cordiess or ceiiuiar phones that 
have a ®/32-inch (2.5mm) jack. 

Your headset inciudes these features: 

Reversible Ear Piece — iets you wear the headset over 
either ear. 

Swivel Ear Hanger — suitabie for ieft-handed or right- 
handed. 

Flexible Microphone Boom — iets you adjust the micro- 
phone’s position so caiiers can hear you more cieariy. 

Ear Muff — reduces ambient sound and provides a com- 
fortabie iistening experience. 

Noise Canceling Microphone — minimize surrounding 
noise and unnecessary wind sound whiie you taik to the 
microphone. 

On-cord Volume Control and Mute ON/OFF Switch — 

easiiy adjust the incoming sound source voiume ievei and 
mute controi for microphone. 

Lapel Clip — iets you secureiy anchor the headset’s 
moduiar cord to your ciothing to prevent the headset from 
siipping. 

Hearing-Aid Compatible — iets you use the headset 
with teiephones designed to work with hearing aids that 
have aT (teiephone)switch. 

Replaceable Microphone Sponge and Ear Muff — iets 
you easiiy repiace for hygiene purposes. 

CONNECTING THE HEADSET 

Insert the headset’s mini piug into the ®/32-inch (2.5 mm) 
jack of a cordiess or ceiiuiar phone. 


ADJUSTING THE HEADSET 

1 . Piace the headset over either ear as shown. 


2. Hoid the headset in piace and adjust the microphone 
boom untii it is about even with your chin. Experiment 
untii you find the most comfortabie position. 


3. Attach the cord’s iapei ciip to your ciothing. Leave 
enough siack in the cord so you can move your head 
without puiiing the headset. 


USING VOLUME AND MUTE 

Adjust the phone’s voiume to a point between its middie 
and maximum ieveis, then adjust VOLUME on the head- 
phone’s cord to a comfortabie ievei. 

Turn MUTE switch to ON on the headset’s cord to turn off 
the microphone, turn MUTE to OFF to turn it on. 
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Listening Safeiy 

To protect your hearing, follow these guidelines when 
you use the headset. 

• Set the phone’s volume to the lowest setting before 
you begin listening. After you begin listening, adjust 
the volume to a comfortable level. 

• Do not listen at extremely high volume levels. 
Extended high-volume listening can lead to perma- 
nent hearing loss. 

• Once you set the volume, do not increase it. Over 
time, your ears adapt to the volume level, so a vol- 
ume level that does not cause discomfort might still 
damage your hearing. 

Traffic Safety 

Do not use the headset with your cellular telephone when 
operating a motor vehicle or riding a bicycle in or near 
traffic. Doing so can create a traffic hazard and could be 
illegal in some areas. 

If you use the headset with your cellular telephone while 
riding a bicycle, be very careful. Do not listen to a contin- 
uous broadcast. Even though some earphones/head- 
phones let you hear some outside sounds when listening 
at normal volume levels, they still can present a traffic 
hazard.

• Keep the headset dry. If it gets wet, wipe it dry imme- 
diately.

• Keep the headset away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the headset with a damp cloth occasionally to 
keep it looking new.
